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Annual Report of School Board 


For the Year ending February 15, 1917 


Division I.—Miss M abel de Rochemont, having taught this 
school the two preceding terms and acquired the confidence 
and good will of her pupils, most advantageously resumed 
her duties in September and throughout the year has con- 
tinued to develop all the enthusiasm and good scholarship of 
those in her charge, and she possesses that faculty so desira- 
ble in a teacher of so presenting facts as to arouse in her 
pupils an intelligent interest in all subjects considered. 

Satisfied parents, interested pupils and a model teacher, all 
working together, have produced a school which it is a pleasure 
to have in charge. 

Division II].—Miss Mabel L. Smith has with unabated 
success continued her third year of work in this division. 
Her easy manner of governing and unreserved personal in- 
terest in each individual pupil has proved one of the strong- 
est elements in her popularity and, by making her instruction 
practical as well as broad, she develops the best that is in 
her scholars and gives to her school a character which will 
compare favorably with any. No one can question the wis- 
dom of continuing this school under the same management as 
long as possible. 

The board would take this opportunity to extend their 
thanks to Miss Johnson for her generous gift of a reflector 
lamp, which has materially added to the equipment of the 
school room. 

Division III.—Miss Myra E. Huckins has been in charge 
of this school for eleven consecutive terms; her work has been 
faithful and practical, and her interest has been reproduced 
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in the children, who have made steady advancement in their 
work. 

With parents disposed to do all in their power to co-operate 
with the teacher, and scholars who are orderly and ambitious, 
this school has maintained the same standard of excellence 
to which it attained the first year under Miss Huckins’ direc- 
tion. 

The School Board would unite with the people in this dis- 
trict in extending a hearty vote of thanks to Mrs. Marsh for 
the gift of two chandeliers, which have added much to the 
attractiveness and -usefulness of the school room. 

Division IV.—The spring term was taught by Miss Anne 
H. Lord, making her ninth consecutive term in this school. 

In the fall Miss Helen Bartlett, a graduate of Gorham 
Normal School, assumed charge. 

Miss Bartlett has proved herself to be a wide awake, ener- 
getic teacher, willing to devote herself wholly to the needs of 
her school, and is well qualified to advance the education of 
those in her care, and by the introduction of many new and 
attractive methods in presenting her subjects, she has aroused 
the pupils to a lively interest in their work. 

This being the smallest school in town, numbering only 
thirteen, each pupil receives more individual attention than 
is possible with a larger number and several will be able to 
cover more than the year’s work for their particular grade. 

There are times in the management of every school that a 
change in teachers is advisable, but having secured instruc- 
tors reasonably satisfactory to parents, pupils and School 
Board, it is detrimental to the best interests of all concerned 
to allow the question of a fair salary to make a vacancy in 
our teaching force, and one very potent factor in the develop- 
ment and conservation of that force is a due recognition of 
the fact that a good laborer is worthy of his hire. Going on 
this principle we are paying more per week than many towns 
of equal size, but by so doing we have been able to retain 
our teachers for two, three and four years, and thus they 
have become thoroughly acquainted with the needs of their 
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particular pupils, and much more has been accomplished 
than could possibly have been done under less favorable con- 
ditions. 

In the spring term in Division III was tried out the plan so 
strongly advocated by state and district superintendents, 
furnishing a warm lunch to the pupils remaining at noon; 
while this brings an added responsibility to the teacher, the 
benefits to the children are so obvious, that they have cheer- 
fully given the extra time required, and this winter term the 
plan is working admirably in Divisions I and III. Divisions 
II and IV do not seem to require it at present as so many go 
home for the noon hour. 

The question of the extra expense has several times been 
raised, and we would like to present the figures for the first 
eight weeks in Division III where thirteen remained at noon. 

The school was equipped with a suitable closet and neces- 
sary utensils for $6.85 and the entire amount of money paid 
out for supplies for the two months was $5.75, but to this 
must be added very many generous contributions from 
parents and friends in the district; this term the two schools 
have been furnished blue flame stoves and are working more 
advantageously, all the actual work being done by the pupils 
under the supervision of the teacher. 

Another innovation of the past year has been the adop- 
tion of a plan much in vogue in the West, that of making 
the school house a social center for the district, and in Divis- 
ions II and III the hearty co-operation of parents and friends 
with pupils and teachers has made possible several very en- 
joyable evenings, at which there is some entertainment fur- 
nished, a small admission (usually five cents) being charged, 
and the proceeds used for the improvement of the school 
room. It is hoped that this plan may be taken up later by all 
the schools, for it not only affords a chance for social greet- 
ings, but it brings the citizens into closer contact with the 
teacher and her work, and in many cases awakens a lively 
interest where there had been none before. 

Mr. Akeley has continued as music instructor, and, having 
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at the beginning of his work gained the friendship of the 
pupils, they find the music hour a pleasure which they would 
all be sorry to lose. 

One recommendation that the board would like to urge very 
strongly is that first-grade pupils be admitted only in the 
fall, as the work begins then and continues to June; if a pupil 
is allowed to enter in the middle of the year, he must either 
take his place with children who have already had four months’ 
work or else a new class must be formed, and, at present, 
one of the greatest faults found with rural schools is that of 
too many classes. This ruling, of course, would not apply to 
pupils who can take their places in classes already organized. 

In writing this report the Board take the opportunity to 
express to the people of the district, their hearty appreciation 
for the support given all plans suggested for the good of the 
schools, and to extend grateful thanks to their teachers, who 
have given such faithful and efficient service for the past year.
